WILLIAM EUGENE WULF, JR., 2107 Annunciation 
Street, New Orleans, Louisiam , advised that in 1955 he 
was president of the New Orleans Amateur Astronomy 
Association, a high school group that usually mot at 
De La Salle High School, New Orleans. 


Sometime in 1955, the date, month or season 
unrecalled, WULF received a telephone call from a person 
who became known to him as LEE (LNU). At that time, LEE 
was about 16 years of age, worked at Pfister's Dental 
Laboratory along with a PALMER E. MC BRIDE who was also 
known to WULF at that time. 


WULF said he was not sure what caused LEE to 
contact him, but it was either because of their common 
friend, MC BRIDE, or because of an advertisement that 
LEE had seen concerning the Astronomy Association in a 
magazine called Sky and Terescope published by Harvard 
University. At any rate, ring the conversation 
inquired about joining the Astronomy Association and it is 
his recollection that he invited LEE to attend a coming 
meeting. At a subsequent meeting of the Astronomy Association, 
date in 1955 unrecalled, held at WULF's residence, 2107 
Annunciation Street, New Orleans, LEE was in attendance. 
After the meeting, and after the others departed, WULF 
and LEB conver: for about three hours in the back of the 
houge. According to WULF, he does not recall the specifics 
of this conversation but remembers that LEE's comments 
concerning politics and economics were “left of Socialisz” 
and that LEE was apparently sympathetic with the Red Chinese 
as he favored Red China's admission to the United Nations. 
Their conversation reagulted in a long argument toward the 
end of which LEE had commented “if he could find a Communist 
organization in town, he would join it but he bad not been 
able to find one.” 


According to WULF, he told LEE to leave the house 
on LEB's remarks that he wanted to join a Communist organi- 
zation. LEE left the house and WULF has neither seen nor 
heard of LEE (LMU) since. WULF said that the only persons

ho might have overhead this conversation with LEE would 
PALMER MC BRIDE, who is presently in the United States 
Force at Cape Canaveral, Florida, and the other person 
id be WULF's fathor, WILLIAM WULF, Sr. He said, however, 
that he was not sure that MC BRIDE was even at the meoting 
that night. As to his father, WULF, Sr., he said WULF, Sr., 
ie recovering from a heart attack and further his father's 
mind tends to wander because of his advanced years. Because 
of this, WULF felt that information provided by his father 
might be inaccurate. During the interview WULF selected a 
photograph of LEE HARVEY OSWALD, New Orleans Police Depart- 
ment Number 112723, taken August 9, 1963, as being a person 
who strongly resembled the individual LEE mentioned above. 


Mr. WULF said that the name HIDELL meant nothing 
to bim and he could not connect it in any way with the 
person LEE,
